Claim 95 (new): The cleaning device of claim 85 including a handle assembly 
pivotally connected to said base part. 

Claim 96 (new): The cleaning device of claim 95 wherein said fluid distribution 
system includes a solution tank. 

Claim 97 (new): The cleaning device of claim 85 including a squeegee 
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attached to said nozzle part. 

Claim 98 (new): The cleaning device of claim 85 wherein said nozzle part is 
translucent. 
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
